Interest that, during: the 'viceroyalty of 
Richard Plantagenet, 
Duke 
of Tork, 


George, Duke of Clarence, 'the brother 
of Edward IV. and Richard HL, was 
born at Dublin Castle in 1443. 
Dublin 
Castle is 
essentially 
sui 
Generis, a 
citadel, viceregal residence, 
and many 
other things besides. 


It has a most interesting history. 
Sir G. f. Gilbert, one of the greatest 
authorities on such thing's, states that 
Dublin Castlo, or at least a oortion of 
the pile of buildings so called, stands 
where the Norwegians 
first 
built a 
fortress in''840. 
Then cams the Danes, 
about S49, whom -the people of- the land' 
called "Duhhga-ill," or "black 
foreig- 
ners," and slaughter ensued. 


Ancient Irish history gives us a record 


of one fight after another, till, In ,1160, 
Desmond, King of Lelnster, who had 
been banished from the country 'by a 
neighboring king, 
came 
back 
with a 


license from. King- Henry n., permitting 
his English, Norman, Scotch and Welsh 
subjects to assist him (Desmond) In re- 
covering Leinster. 


A fine time of fighting ensued, till we 


find tho King of England writing from 
hla palace in London to his "beloved 
anct faithful subject, the Lord Justice of 
Ireland," commanding him to erect a 
castle In Dublin "In such a place as you 
shall judge most expedient, aa well to 
curb the city as to defend it if occasion 
shall require." 
In 1213 the castle was 
finished.

ST. PETERSBURG, July 29.—It 
has 
been no. secret that Russia has been per- 
haps the most graft ridden country In 
Europe and that official corruption has 
been rife in high as "well as the lower 
circles. 
Recent developments, however, 


have astonished even thoso who thought 
they knew something of the Russian graft 
system. 


The ".trial of tho sixty-sis,'1 as it Is 
popularly called, reveals an astounding 
.state of corruption in the Moscow Supply 
Department of the Russian army. Of the 
members of tho Moscow Intsndancy be- 


ty-one colonels and twenty-eight captains, 
besides four Councillors of State, 
are 


charged with systematic extortion, dis- 


j honesty and bribe-taking. 
. 


The majority of the accused are 
in 


uniform, and wear various orders 
and 


decorations. 
The sums alleged to have 


been .illicitly obtained by them 
range 


downwards from $125,000, which is said 
to have been the share of one of 
the 


members of the receiving committee of 
the Intendancy. 


It is calculated that one firm alone, 


in thb course of twenty-five years, has 
paid $10,000,000 in bribes to th.3 members 
of the Moscow Supply Department. 


One of the counts of the Indictment Is 
that the department accepted from 
the 


contractors'boots of such wretched qual- 
ity that tho soldiers could not wear 
them, and sold them for what they would 
fetch. 
The boots evidently found their 


way back to the contractors, ,who deliv- 
ered them again to the department.

He -was 
not alive, however, and the medical ex- 
aminer who performed an autopsy con- 
cluded that Ramaggs had died about 1 
a. m. from electrocution. 


The medical examiner believes that

a private -wire running to New Haven. 
The railroad officials gsve it as their 
opinion that Ramagge was electrocuted by 
the telephone wire "becoming crossed with 
a high tension trolley feeder or with an 
electric light -wire.

Thousands of bushels of peas are raised 
and packed in thia territory every year. 
Factories at Bridgeviile, Smyrna, Dover, 
Mil ford, Milton and 
Saaford 
pack the 
crops of a largo acreage. The output, fs 
shipped to Northern and "Western mar- 


Seaford, surrounded with soil adapted 
to agricultural products of this nature is 
nearly In the center^.of the pea belt, and 
puts up more ceas than all the Bother 
towns combined. On the Nanticolce river 
are located two large canning factories. 


Ono o? tho factories Is the largest pea- 


packing establishments 
in the United 
States and cans more peas for the length 
of Its season than any other factory In 
the world. The packing capacity of the 
plant Is 250,000 cans per day, and during 
a season which last only ten days, the 
plant cans more than 2,000,000 quarts." 
The second factory cans about 1,000,000 
quarts a year. 
This makes more than 


3,000,000 quarts, or 93,750 bushels of peas, 
packed by tho Seaford 
factories 
every 


good season. 


Nearly 2000 acres of land are employed 


in growing tho peas for the Soaford can- 
r.orles. 
The crop is hauled from points 


•vvithln a radius of fifteen miles. 
To operate these plants requires the 


services of nearly 1000 men and women, 
tho majority of whom come from other 
Delaware afid jVIa.ryland towns. Improved 
labor-saving machinery facilitates 
the 


work at the plants. 


During1 the busy season hundreds of 


curious persons visit the factories and 
watch tho peapacking. 
To carry the 


unhullod raw pea through tho various 
stages until It is the finished product re- 
quires the following processes: Hulling, 
separating, washing, blanching, filling in 
the cans, capping, cooking, cooling, stor- 
ing, labeling and packing. When finished 
the peas are shipped out in carload lots 
to wholesale dealers. 


The methods of packing the pea are 


K.inUary and 3ns;?5ctors have found them 
to he put up under more cleanly condi- 
tions than they are canned In the average 
kitchen. 
, 


In tho years when the crop is large the 
factories have to work day and Bight In 
order to take care of the poas, which are 


ctit. and hauled on the yards ag soon as 
they are ripe. 
Peas aro fast becoming with American 


people the most popular article of veget- 
able diet, and there are many good rea- 
sons for this. There are two main types 
of garden peas, those having .smooth, 
round seeds, and those with wrinkled 
seod. 
The? former are the earlier and 
hardier. 
The wrinkled varieties are bet- 
ter in quality. 
Some varieties of peas 
have edible pods. The green, succulent 
pods of these are eaten in much tho same 
manner as string beans. These peas aro 
grown to a considerable extent in Europe 
where they command an extensive mar- 
ket, but have never become very popular 
in this country although they have been 
extensively offered by our' seed men. 
„ 
As the pea plant Is very hardy, with- 


stands light frosts, it may therefore be 
grown as early in 
the 
spring as the 


ground can be worked, consequently green 
peas are our first spring vegetable to 
cosne into market, which may to an exten* 
account for their great popularity. 


New peas and spring lamb is a dinner 


for the gods. As food green peas are '.es- 
pecially prized for their delicate flavor, 
which is fully retained when they are 
properly canned. 
Green peas have the 


following average percentage composition: 
Water 7-1.6, protein 7-5, fat 0.5; total car- 
boliydrates, 16.9; and ash, 1.0. 


Not only are fresh, and canned peas 


much In demand the year round but dried 
peas are also extensively used for soup.s 
and purees and cooked in other ways and 
sometimes baked like beans. 
They are 
rich in protein, and being readily di- 
gested if cooked soft are a valuable food. 


In Northern regions peas, 
especially 


when ground replace corn to some ex- 
tent, and 
on 
account of the 
large 


amount of protein they contain, have a 
high feeding- value. 
Peas are undoubtedly one of tho. oldest 


of our garden vegetables; they have been 
cultivated, In the East from time imme- 
morial, and were apparently introduced 
into Europe very early 
in the Middle 
Ages. They will,grow most anywhere and 
their cultivation therefore extends from 
warm cllmtes, as India, to the cooler re- 
gions of the world.

Stelnmetz bread, which 
was as noisily 
heralded 
as 
London's 
standard of today. In

! came Swedish "palatable" hard bread. 
I 
In 1S94 or 1S35 a food chemist ot Ham- 
1 burg-, named Utescher, patented a process 
for mixing skimmed milk with yeast and 
leaven, after which the mixture stood for 
twenty-four oi\ thirty-six 
hours before 
going to the dough machine. 
In 189S a Swiss named Witschi Intro- 
duced a "full" bread, and after this, in 


I the same year, 
came rye "full" bread, 
pasteurized 
bread, 
leguminous 
bread 
and Schweitzer bread. 
The year 1901 contributed "Dauerbrot, 


a. special health bread. It lasted two or 
three years; analysis finally proved its 
undoing and brought dismay to many 
baiters. 
In 1905 Simon's braad was introduced 
as the one satisfactory solution of the 
bread question. Next 
came 
the 
"N" 
bread, named after its inventor, Nieri- 
ke'r, • a dentist, who claimed great 
hy- 
gienic properties for it in keeping the 
teeth from from impurities. Another In- 
ventor wanted to solve the broad prob- 
lem with a loaf made from cottonseed 
Hour, The latest to be announced, prior 
to the English standard, which now holds 
the center of the stage, were Feronla, 
an iron health bread, and Roggina.— 
Operative Miller.

TAX ON 


Tho idea of taxing: bachelors—an idea 
that has been raising some disturbance 
and some laughter—is hot a new one. A 
bill was presented in the Massachusetts 
Legislature imposing a tax of 35' a year 
on every unmarried man of 
thirty-five j 


years, "unless he can satisfy the asses- 
sors that be Is'not of good moral char- 
acter or is otherwise unfitted for matri- 
mony." It was set forth, in the hsarings 
on the bill that "the funds so obtained 
are to be expended by the overseers of 
the poor for the 
support, of 
deserving 
spinsters who have passed or are believed 
to have passed the marriageable age." 
.It is a serloxis question. Tf.ie bill was 
backed mainly by/women.- Uia&'Vle to con- 
quer the bachelor in the usual" way, they 
would -enlist the aid of the tax collector. 
But a man who is so wary and skilful as 
to elude the graces of woman, would have 
no troubla In dodging a thing so easily 
avoidable as a personal tax. The fact 
that a nufti has succeed in remaining a 
bachelor shows that he is a natural tax 
dodger and has evaded the heaviest 
tax 
that some -men have 
to pay—and 
the 
lightest and most agreeable that others 
have to pay. 
Bachelors have been punished before. 


England Imposed a tax on bachelors from 
1695 to 1706. Every bachelor of twenty- 
five and every childless widower of five 
years* standing had to pay a minimum 
tax of a shilling a year for fire years, 
rising according to the social standing of 
the taxpayer. 
All married men should support 
the 
proposal .to tax bachelors, not at all on 
the principle that misery loves company, 
but on the ground that there ought to 
be a" more-equitable distribution of the - 
burdens of society.—"Washington Star.

An awning covered that portion 
of the boat, and It was there that the 
voyagers loved to gather when, the boat 
was moving. 


Tho houseboat dweller has all the river ^ 


or lake for his playground during the « 
summer and until late in the autumn. 
He can range wherever he likes, wherever 
the fishing is to his liking or the winds 
are coolest. 
He can tie up and stay in 


one place as long as bis fansy dictates. 


Thus the summer on a houseboat la one 


of the most enjoyable ways of spending 
the summer months. Many of tho owners 
of houseboats living in cities close

The arrangement of the average house- 


boat depends a great deal uyon its size 
and the inclinations of the owners. There 
should always be large berths, for here 
Is where much of the comfort of tho night 
ipent on the water is derived. 
These 
berths can be arranged in such a, manner 
that'they will fold up during tha day and 
will not be in the way. 
The kitchen la 
another Important feature. It can be fur- 
nished with a small table, articles that 
are absolutely necessary in cooking and a 
small oil or gasolene stove. Where ther* 
is scarcity of room the berths can be ar- 
ranged against the walla when, not In use 
and that room can be used for the dining 
room. This saves much space and does 
not cause so much work for th* house— 
ife,. 
Physicians have, been asked 
to->give 
their opinion of the life on a houseboat, 
and nearly all of them have said that tbls 
method of passing the summer should be 
"beneficial. There is no dust on the water* 
as thera is on the city streets, and to dust 
have .been blamed many of the summer 
illnesses. To the housewife therft are no 
terrors in housekeeping on a houseboat. 
The work is very easy. 


Houseboating, while practically notf in 


this country, originated on the Thameea 
river, in England. 
On that stream the 


water Is almost 
crowded 
with 
family 


boats during the hot weather. 
Rich and 


poor alike use the river for their pleasure. 
Beautiful boats and snug little homelike 
vessels uearch for space to anchor. T?hoy 
are placed in the stream early In ,th* 
spring and summer and there they stay 
until cold weather cornea. The houseboats 
on the Kngllsh river are made in various 
styles, but they are all arranged for com- 
fort.

accommodatipns that. 


you would have in a metropolitan ho- 
tel, ana all the while, you are flying 
across the continent - at the rate of 
from forty to sUty miles an hour.

REMARKABLE SIGHT. 


If a keen-eyed observer on Mars 


were to level a powerful telescope on 
this little old land of ours during the 
summer months a remarkable sight 
would meet his vision.

lakes and streams. 


Let us join the rush and take one of 


these, trains, it matters not greatly In 
what direction, and observe one o£ our 
hotels on wheels at close quarters. 
Having entered our train at mid-day 
we are almost Immediately ready for 
the mid-day meal, which is served 
upon starting. 


Until 
recent • years the 
Pullman 


Company looked after the dining car 
service of the country, but nowadays 
the respective railroads attend to this 
branch of the railroad service. 


The Pullman Company, according 


to one of its officials, feeds compara- 
tively few of the millions of pas- 
sengers it carries in its cars, and the 
number is steadily growing smaller. 
The dining ears are built by the Pull- 
man Company and sold to the various 
railroads. 
It Is only the 'buffet, car 
which is still operated by the Pull- 
man Company. 


FAST GOING. 


And they are -fast going out of 
service. Navigating the narrow pas- 
sageway which leads to the center of 
the car we find ourself shortly after 
the first call for dinner in the attract- 
ive, even if compressed, dining-room 
of the train. 


Ten linen-covered tables confront 


us, and'after'we have found a seat^.at 
one of them, and been comfortably 
served • from :a menu, which Is practi- 
cally, that 'of. a city , hotel, we -fall to 
wonSering:;how: :it;,-lstall -done.-•;- •;' 
•"•' 
• 


- The: best way to; find but is to: visit 
the kitchen,, which' occupies a space 
about six feet' wide , and twertty 'feet 
long-. This is'occupied by a chef,-two 
cooks, and a dishwasher.: The. chef 
stands at the forward end. 
Here 


there is a tin tube coming through a 
partition 
from 
a pantry, 
through 


which the written orders of the diners 
are passed. To the right of this tube 
is a window through which portions 
of cooked food are handed to the 
waiters. , To the left is a window 
through which are shoved -the soiled 
dishes of this service. 
Close by this- 


window is a wash basin, at which the 
boy stands constantly washing-'dishes, 
and as soon as 
he ,. completes this 
operation he puts them in a rack 
overhead or carries them back to a 
warming closet above the cdok stove. 
Behind the chef, on side of a pas- 
sageway, scarcely big enough for a 
man to pass through, is a charcoal 
fire burning- under a broiler rack 
about two feet by three. 
This is for 


broiling steaks, chops, etc. 


Next to this is a stove' with a single 


hole. 
This stove has an oven; but 


the oven has already done Its duty. 
Some 'hours before the car Is doe to 
start the ribs of beef 'have been duly 
roasted and 
are now .standing 
.on 
warming pans ready for .the chef to 
slice off the cuts of roast. 
On the 


stove stands 'pots of peas, beans, boiled 


potatoes and other vegetables. . 


SERIES OF ICE-BOXES. 


Across,- the narrow passage from 


the stove is a series 
of ice-boxes. 


In the first Is stored chicken and 
other fowl; in the next roasts and 
chops; the third has a series of draw- 
ers where are stored bacon, ham and 
various fresh vegetables. 
In the far 


corner of the room is what is known 
as a chill-room. In this is kept the 
extra supply of butter, eggs and* other 
light products. 
Just above the icebox, where the 


cooks can reach them by turning on 
their heels, are a series of .compart- 
ments, which hold sugar, flour, salt, 
pepper ana spices. Overhead are two 
big tanks, which hold water, heated 
by the stove, and which is • used for 
washing the dishes. 
In front of the 


kitchen Is a pantry,, which measures 
about six by seven feet. Two sides of 
this pantry are occupied by a jvaist- 
high metal-covered shelf, which plays 
the part of a service table In the ordi- 
nary dining-room. 
Under this 
are 


two closets. 
One is used for the 
storage of canned goods, preserves, 


cheese, and other items which can be 
served without cooking. The other is 
used for breakfast food, cereals, bread 
and rolls. 


In one corner of this metal-covered 


shelf is a small lid. In the ice-packed 
apace beneath it Is kept the car's 
supply of ice ,cream. Under a similar 
lid In another corner is kept a quan- 
tity, of lettuce, celery, olives, radishes 
and similar dishes. 


Overhead are a series of racks for 


the china,,-,which Is washed in the 
pantry; for the dishes In which this 
cold food Is served from the pantry 


como back there to be washed. Space 
ovarhead Is also found for the silver 
and glassware closets, which accom- 
modate the requisite for serving thirty 
persons at a time. 


NEVE-FOOT CI/OSET. 


Immediately, facing the passenger 


gangway by which the diners enter 
the car is a nine-shelf closet, the pres- 
ence of which is only betrayed by a 
keyhole. Let the steward swing back 
the door, however, and the diner sees 
an array of- winea -which, so far as 
diversity is concerned, would do jus- 
tice to the best-stocked . wine cellar. 
There Is .everything there from cham- 
pagne to beer, the temperature of all 
of them being properly calculated. 


On the opposite side of the car and 


facing,the .entry, to the pantry is a 
corresponding closet. 
This Is used 


for the storage of the heads of lettuce, 
oil prepared for service; extra sup- 
plies of butter, milk and similar Items. 


In the buffet, 
which 
faces 
the 


tables are kept the small individual 
bottles of whiskey and other liquors, 
served by the drink; the cigars, cigar- 
ettes, etc. At the other end of the car 
Is a liner locker. In this are stowed 
forty table cloths, 120 top cloths, and 
500 napkins. 


The Pennsylvania system has just 


compiled some figures concerning its 
dining-car service which serves as a 
fair criterion of similar service on 
other 
large 
railroads. The Penn- 


sylvania 
operates 
forty-eight 
steel 


dining cars, ten wooden cars and six 
station restaurants. 
The number .of 


employes required to operate this ser- 
vice Is normally 1120. Last year there 
were 1,130,000 meals served In the 
dining 
cars 
of 
the 
Pennsylvania 


Railroad, and 1,993,000 in the restau- 
rants, a total of 3,123,000 meals. A 
dining car has a crew of ten men— 
one steward, four 
cooks 
and 
five 


waiters. 
Bach dining car travels an 


average of 96,000 miles a year. 
Its 


equipment at the start costs about 
52000, and as breakages are many it 
has frequently to be renewed. 
The 


daily list of supplies handed to dining 
car conductors includes more than 
200 varieties of food, drink, cigars 
and cigarettes. 


"When night comes the tired travel- 
er is usually ready to turn in at an 
early hour In the comfortable bed 
provided for him In the sleeper where 
he may rest, fully assured that every- 
thing possible for his health and com- 
fort has been considered. 


To demonstrate just exactly what 


is meant by this remark it -is neces- 
sary to follow a car just after it has 
come off a run. 


Arriving In the storage yard the 


first duty of those in charge of the 
car Is to take the pillows and mattres- 
ses out and place them on a rack. 
If It is a clear day they are exposed 
to the sunshine. 
The carpet is re- 


moved from tho car and spread on 
a platform, whera 
compressed air 


from a movable hos» Is turned upon 
it. 
:- • 


The plush parts nf the seats ar« al- 


so removed and exposed to air and 
sunshine. 
So also are the blankets. 


A compressed air hese ia drawn In- 
side of each car and tho dirt thor- 
oughly blown out, In much the sama 
way that a. stream of water Is played 
on a1 building. 


The blankets 
are 
carefully 
ex- 


amined and If any at them are soiled 
new ones are substituted. The blank- 
ets are washed onca a month, 
The 


sheets, pillowcases and other linen 
are, of course, washed after havlBg 
been used once. This is trua whether 
the same person occupies the same 
berth for two or more consecutive 
nights. 


Each trip a sleeper or parlor cat 
makes the conductor In charge of it 
makes a report to the office of the 
district superintendent or local agent.' 
If the conductor hass noticed any per- 
son who is 111 or who even has the 
appearance of being 111, that fact Is 
included In his report. In that case, 
In addition to the cleaning which has 
already been described, the oar Is also 
thoroughly, fumigated. 
All cars on 


routes on which sick people are reg- 
ularly carried are 
fumigated 
after

If a berth of a section Is occupied

rule, 
they 
are 
willing to rely upon the fumigations 
done by the company. 


After the car has been put through 


the cleaning process the mattresses, 
plush cushions, etc., are replaced, 
and the linen closet Is then stocked, 
The usual equipment of a car Is 125 
sheets, 
126 pillowslips, 
200 
hand 


towels and 54 blankets. 
An ordl-. 
nary sleeper only has accommodations 
tor twenty-seven people, but on each, 
bed there are three sheets used—two 
in the ordinary bed fashion, and ona 
spread over the blanket. This latter 
is done because some people do not 
like to come In contact with tho 
wooly surface, and furthermore, this 
covering keeps the blanket fresher. 


All of this linen is stowed In a 


closet three feet square, tucked away 
in one end of the car, where you 
would never suspect 
Its 
presence, 


Cars making long trips have two of 
these closets, as many as 400 sheets, 
and an equal number of pillowslips, 
together with 600 hand towels, being 
carried.

PEAT IN .AMERICA 


That peat may yet come into consider- 


able use as a tuel in the United States 
land 
sooner, 
perhaps, than 
most -.people 
expect, is a prediction made in a bulletin 
just issued by the United. States Geo- 
logical Survey. The prediction .is of some 
;special local interest because there are 
peat deposits in Rome. They never have 
been exploited to any extent, but may 
Le some day. It is estimated 
by the 
ideological survey that of the great unre- 
: claimed swamp area of tho United States 
S per cent may constitute workable beds 
of fuel peat, with a total, content equi- 
valent to tv.-plve billion tons of air-dry 
,fuel. With 
the • perfection of peat-bri- 
quetting machinery these beds may play 
no inconsiderable part in furnishing at 
least a supplementary fuel for local con- 
sumption.

This excellent work New Scotland Yard 
performs the year round — quietly, un- 
ostentatiously, often without thanks even. 
It is all in the ordinary routine, in the 
day's workt_ they will tell you; but it is 
a wonderful and most praiseworthy work. 


Think of It a moment! Think of trying 
to find, among 7,000,000 of humans scat- 
tered over 700 square miles, a solitary 
vagrant, whose description is perhaps of 
the slenderest, and often misleading; es- 
pecially when that individual, more often 
than not, is exercising all his ingenuity 
not to be found. 
In comparison, 
the 
hunting- for a needle in a bundle of hay 


seems an easy task. 


POLICE METHODS. 


But let us see how New Scotland Yard 
attacks these thousands of problems. Let 
ua take a solitary case. A resident in 
the suburbs Is alarmed tc find that his 
son does not return home one night. He 
is a steadly, weJl conducted young fellow, 
who has never stayed away all night be- 
fore. The parents are alarmed,' and nat- 
urally fear the worst. 
Inquiries the next'morning at his office 
disclose ' no clew to his disappearance. 
He left work at the usual' hour, in iroo'd 
spirits, presumably to return home as 
xisual. 
"What can have become of him? 
Consumed with anxiety, the father hur- 
ries to the nearest police station to tell 
his story and to ask for help to discover 
the missing son. The Inspector smiles at 
his fears. 
"Don't worry," he Bays, encouraging- 
ly; "he'll soon turn up. You leave it to 
us, and we'll find., him 
for you right 
enough. Now, what is his description?" 
The relieved father describes his son's 
appearance and dress as minutely as pos- 


sible, while the inspector enters the in- 
formation In a book; and, with a final 


word 6t cheer to the father, 
bids him 
"Good day." 


Before the father has well left the 
statipn the description of the lost youth 
is being telegraphed to every police sta- 


I tion in. greater London, and also to New 
Scotland Yard. Within a few mlntttes of 
. the disappearance the circumstances and 
[the description of the lost one are in the 
I possession of. hundreds of inspectors and 
station sergeants. 
The first step " has 
[been taken. 
This done, our buoyant Inspector sum- 
mons from an adjacent room a couple of 
"special Inquiry officers," who are ex- 
perts in quests such as 
this and who 
know every shady, obscure corner In the 
district, and puts them In possession of 
all the facts. In a few minutes they are 
on the trail, like a couple of bloodhounds, 
scouring; every likely hiding place for the 
fugitive, alter making Inquiries at every 
hospital to make sure that no accident 
has befallen the young man. 
By the time our brace of sleuthhounds 
have well started on their hunt Scotland 
Yard has the matter well in hand. 
Ail 


the particulars are put swiftly Into type 
and incorporated in the next issue of tha 
Gazette (of which three or, four- issues 
are printed dally) and in an inconceiv- 
ably short time the Yard's 
printing 
presses are turning out copies 
by the 
hundred. These are distributed, hot from 
tha press, to every police station In Lon- 
don in the swiftest ways possible, many 
of 
them being conveyed 
by mounted, 
policemen. 


DESCRIBED IN THE GAZETTE. 


On receipt of''the Gazette,,, the officer 
In charge of each station .takes the mat- 
ter,, seriously In "hand. As each batch .of 
constables, before proceeding1 on duty, Is 
paraded before him, he reads aloud the 
description of the missing 
man; and 
every constable starts on his round with 
a picture of him in his mental eye, com- 
plete to his "small dark moustache" and 
his "glace kid lace boots." 


Thus, within ' a few hours of the anx- 
ious father's visit to the police station a 
vast army of constables, parading thou"- 
sands of miles of London's streets and 
alleys, are as familiar with his son's 


Sir Henry Irving as Master of Stage Details 


It -was a most interesting, thing- to 
see Irving setting about the lighting 
of a scene, says a writer In the Nine- 
teenth Century, There were, of course 
certain rudimentary matters 
which 
had to'be observed In all scenes; but 
it may be useful to describe the mo- 
dus operand!. This work, especially 
in its earliest stages—for it was a long 
process entailing many rehearsals— 
was done at night, when the play of 
the evening was over. 


The stage workmen, after a short 
interval for their sxipper, got the new 
scene set. While this was being done, 
Irving and 
I, and 
often 
the stage 


manager If he ' could leave his work, 
took supper In the "Beefsteak Room," 
which was one of Irving's suite of pri- 
vate rooms !n the theater. "WTien the 
scene was ready he went down--—usu- 
ally sitting In the stalls, as the general 
effect of'the scene could 'tie observe* 
better 
from 
there than JTrom the 
stage. 
. The 
-various workmen 
em- 


ployed in the lighting "stood by"'un- 
der their' respective masters—with, 


* , 


of course," the master machinist and 
the property master and their staffs 
ready in case they should be required. 
There were always a large number 


of men present, especially at the ex- 
perimental stages of .lighting. 
The 
gas engineer, the limelight master, 
the electrician, .all had their staffs 
ready. Of ..these, the department most 
important was that of the limelights, 
for these had to be .worked by Indi- 
vidual operators, all of whom had to 
be "coached'' in'the special require-' 
merits of the working of the play be- 
fore them; whereas the gas and elec- 
tric lighting,,was arranged with slow 
care, and was, when complete, uiider 
the. control of the prompter, or the 
masters under the direction, of 
the 
prompter, who . took his orders from 
the stage manager. 
It was 
seldom; indeed that 
any 


member of the company was present 
at a lighting rehearsal; never In the 
earlier stages. It was only when so 
earlier stages. 
It 
wag only when 


some special Kequlrements-anade -the 


presence of one of the actors advis- 
able that such actor attended, and 
then only by request. 
The rule did 
not apply to Miss Terry, who, as a 
privileged person, could attend when- 
ever ehe "chose. But, as a matter of 
fact, ehe was never present at the 
earlier rehearsals when the scheme of 
Ughtlns was Invented and arranged. 
These were late at night, or rather, 
early in the morning, long after, gen- 
erally hours after, she had gone home. 
Let it be clearly understood that the 
lighting of the Lyceum plays was all 
done on, Irvliig's Initiation and under 
his supervision. 
He thought of it, 


invented it, aranged It, and had the 
entire .thing worked out to his pre- 
conceived ideas under his Immediate 
and personal supervision. 
There was, 


nobody In tho theateiYvbr out of It, for 
the matter, of that, .who could touch 
or even'help htm. It would have pro- 
longed his life IS he could have had 
such help. I can vouch for this, for 
It was my usual practice to stay with 
him ''at such tlnrien. - 


It was none of my business, and'I 
was not myself a proficient; but it 
was a matter of absorbing interest to 
me to see this new branch of sta.ge 
art developed, and I took full 
ad- 


; vantage of the opportunities afforded 
to me by my position with Irving, It 
was very seldom indeed that I was 
absent from a lighting rehearsal dur- 
ing the twenty years Henry Irving had 
the Lyceum under his sole and per- 
sonal control. 
. 


In these days, when every we'll ap- 


pointed theater In the United King- 
dom and America has adequate ap- 
pliances for proper stage lighting— 
electric, gas, limelight, calciums, and 
such other means as are adapted for 
special or occasional use in tempor- 
'ary scenic effects; naming rosin, llqui- 
podium, electric flashes—it Is perhaps 
as well. to think of a time .when all 
these things .were in their infancy, 
and to remember especially the great 
.actor to whom the advance ;and 
the 
attainment of perfection were mainly

A 
tletective inspector and his clever subor- 
dinates set to worSJ bringing all their 
shrewdness, experience, and Knowledge 
of the seamy sides of London life to bear 
on the task.

That, the world at Iarg4 
knows little of their work and Its re- 
sults, that rarely a. line In*the news- 
papers makes it public, matters nothing. 
It is part of their regular routine, theli1 
dally task. 
They do it as a duty, and 
expect no thanks.

Wood Alcohol 


The suggestion - which has -been 


made that the word, alcohol be aban- 
doned as descriptive of methyl, or j 
wood alcohol, and the term wood 
naptha substituted, is an excellent 
one and should by all means be adopt- 
ed. 
The objection to the use of the 


term alcohol is that the word has been 
so generally identified with ethyl, or 
grain, alcohol In the public mind, that 
to the average layman It has no other 
significance. 
Chemically the term Is 


generic, applying to a considerable 
class or organic compounds, and In- 
cludes such widely diverse substances 
as glycerine, one the one hand, and 
cetyl alcohol, the chief constituent o£ 
spermacetic on the other. 
To the 


public, however, aa already stated, 
the word alcohol simply means .ethyl 
hydrate, or grain alcohol, the principal 
property of which Is to Induce intoxi- 
cation; consequently, indigent t<ipers 
will drink anything bearing the ;iahei. 
alcohol. In ignorance of the fact.p;bint- 
ed out by Dr. J. B. Holloway iiji his 
communication 
on 
methyl 
alcohol 
ambli-opla. that, methyl alcohol acts 


as a specific poison on the optic nerva* 
If this dangerous substance 
wera 


known and labeled as wood naptha. 
Instead of wood alcohol, the tempta- 
tion to use it as an intoxicant would 
be much diminished, though it is quite • 
possible that some besotted Individ- 
uals would find out its intoxicating.— 
qualities and use it, regardless of.'tlia 
consequences. A change In tte nama 
would also diminish Its use in'tha 
manufacture of cordials, etc., by Ig?, 
norant or 
unscrupulous makers oi 


cheap concoctions who now use it as 
a substitute for the more expensive 
grain alcohol, in many cases wltftcml 
realizing the danger involved. In th« 
court of special sessions in Xew Torlf 
an Italian in the crowded East '.Sid* 
was recently fined 5250 for selling ani- 
sette cordial containing a large propotv 
tion of wood alcohol, and it ia highly 
probable that large quantities of thes< 
cordials are sold without 
detection* 


The commissioner of health of th« 
city of New York has issued a special 
notice directing the attention to tha 
danger arising from the use of wood 
alcohol as a. beverage, a warninf 
which, in view of the case mentioned, 
Is particularly timely.—Medical Jouri

ANY people say that the forehead Is not 


a part of the face, but a part of the cra- 
nium. 
But from an artistic or beauty 


point of view, however, the forehead is a 
part of the face, and an'important one. 


Modern tastes fully indorse the ancient 


law of facial proportion, which makes the 
forehead of equal length of tho nose and 


^one-third of the length of the entire face.

It is to the forehead that we Instinctively look when 


that these traits work .their devastation on the "brows. 
"When a baby is born Its forehead Is somewhat of an 
unknown quantity; 
Indeed, In some of the uncivi- 


lized races the forehead .is made to -recede or become 
flattened, as the mother desires, by simple compression 
of the soft bones of the skull.

Manty- 
gazza, the great Italian physiognomist,, suggests tha 
simplest antidote for wrinkles would be to.'dlstend tha 
folded skin again by fattening. 
This Is the reason 


why skin food is so necessary for the forehead; thera 
Is iso little fat under the skin there, and it keeps th« 
nerves and fat cells embedded in a soft, elastic net- 
work of connective tissue If used continuously.

Daily Treatment Necessary. 


One should literally bathe one's brow In a good skin 


food dally. 
This Is outside of any massaging that la 


considered necessary. 
When you bathe your forehead 


with skin food, don't, rub it on, put it In. If your brow 
looks drawn and shiny, use a mixture of powdered 
borax, one-half ounce;, pure glycerin, one ounce, and 
camphor water, one quart,'to wash it, and then put on 
tho skin food, allowing it to remain while you lie flat 
on your back In a darkened room for at least ten min- 
utes—twenty mlnutiis rest is better. 
Wipe off with 


soft cloth' and you will find a great improvemnet. 


A certain amount of friction applied to the forehead 


is necessary to keep the pores and sebacious glands 
open and, by stimulation, to prevent the formation o£

we gauge the mental capacities of a person. 
"A fore- 


head villainously low" Is always moro or'less asso- 
ciated with our simian ancestors, and "low brow" has 
become a slang- term designating those of little culture, 
little common sense, and little regard for the pro- 
prieties and the niceties of life. 


In speaking of the charm of women "we rarely men- 


tion the brow as a beauty factor, and yet I do not 
think that wo understand how much a fine forehead 
contributes to womanly loveliness. It not only speaks 
most eloquently of Intellectuality of the brain behind 
it, but It voices, as clearly as if spoken by the "tongua, 
the acquisition or lack of purity and strength.

Here, again, coming to the top of the hill, the road narrowed, and

One by one, slowly but' surely, I was overtaking the other speed 


-merchants.

Woman on Whose Ranch Blszs 


Started Is Suffering frem 


ELMHURST, July 29.—At a late 


hour tonight the grass fire which orig- 
inated on the Silva ranch, at the Soot- 
hill boulevard and Eighty-second ave-. 
nue, was still raging directly north of 
the Silva place, having left devastation 
in its path for a distance of nearly 
two miles. The burned area Is half a 
mile in breadth at certain points but 
'has been placed under control on ev- 
ery side but the north. Tho Fruitvale 
and Melrose fire departments, after 
heroic efforts this afternoon,

The firemen, under the command of 


Chief McGrath, returned to their re- 
spective stations in an exhausted con- 
dition. 
In the hot sun and 
without 


water to quench their thirst, the men 
fought the raging flames from shortly 
after 11 a. m. until late into the at; 
ternoon, using wet sacks and canvas. 
Their efforts to prevent the fire from 
reaching a timber grove adjoining the 
Heron place ivcre successful and was 
all that saved it from destruction. 


CAKll KAXCH THREATENED. 


The efforts of the ranch hands and 


farmers, who are now attempting to 
subdue the tire directly north ot the 
boulevard, are being concentrated at 
a point where the Car,r ranch, one of 
the lai'gost'Tn"tills "vicinity, is in the 
immediate path of the flames. Por a 
while this afternoon . the flames had 
dlftd down considerably, but with the 
springing up of a stiff breeze at sun- 
down the flames were again fanned 
Into a threatening wall of fire.

horrified to see the long grass grow- 
ing around the house a mass of flames.

walls of the house.

and Fruitvale fire depart- 


ments arrived on the scene. By that 
time the flames had spread over sev- 
eral hundred acres, spreading north, 
rast and west.

41 Regulations Are Adopted to 


Govern the Landing at 


Los Angeles. 


LOS ANGELES, July 29.—Forty-one 


rules and regulations for the govern- 
ment of Los Angeles harbor have been 
adopted by the Board of Harbor Com- 
missioners. The new regulations make 
it unlawful for any vessel to anchor 
^or moor within the turning- basin of 
the Inner harbor. It will also be un 
lawful,to anchor a vessel In the outer 
harbor within 1000 feet of the estab- 
lished pierhead line, except in case of 
emergency, and then only upon per- 
mission of the port warden. This pro- 
•vision shall not a.pply to vessels mak- 
ing fast to wharves In the outer har- 
Ibor, provided they are made fast fore 
and aft. 


No vessels shall exceed a speed of 


four miles an hour in the inner har- 
bor or fifteen miles,in the outer har- 
bor. 
Naphtha or gasoline launches 


shall not exceed a speed of ten miles 
an hour in the inner harbor nor fifteen 
•miles an- hour In 
the outer harbor. 


Gunpowder, giant powder and dyna- 
mite shall not be loaded or unloaded 
except between 6 a, m. and 6 p. m. 


A watchman shall be present to in- 


spect the work and a.red flag must be 
displayed at the, foretop as a, danger 
signal. 
The rules provide for the re- 


porting: 'of masters of ships to the 
port warden upon a vessel's entering 
the harbor, the -port -warden directing 
the situation of vessels; the lighting of 
vessels at night; the protection, of 
wharves; the prohibiting of rubbish or 
refuse being deposited upon wharves, 
and dally inspection of the harbor by 
the port warden. 


On the second day of each month 
the port warden shall file a report 
with the harbor commission showing 
the business 'done during the 'preced- 
ing month, giving the names of ves- 
sels, amount and kinds of commodities 
loaded or unloaded, number of sea- 
men and net- registered tonnage. Any 
person violating the rules and regula-. 
tions shall upon conviction be subject 
to a fine not to exceed $500 or to Im- 
prisonment for a period not to exceed 
300 days, or to both such fine and im- 
prisonment.

Brought Into United States 


in 1911 Slumps. 


•WASHINGTON, .July 29.—Tha quantity 


of merchandise brought into the United 
States In the fiscal .year 1911 Is mater- 
ially less than In 1910. The value of the 
year's Imports shows a fall of $29,000,000, 
or about 2 per cent below tnose or the 
high record year, 1910, but In most cases 
tho decline In quantity is greater than 
this .slight fall in the value would indi- 
cate.

This, te due to the fact that the import 


prices of many articles are higher In 1911 
than In 1310. Of coffee, for example, thr 
value of the year's 
imports 
Is much 


greater than that of last year, while the 
quantity is about the same as last year; 
.the total number of pounds Imported in 
1911 being. S75.3 million pounds, against 
871.5 million in 1910, but the stated value 
of .tho 19ir Imports .Is 90.6 million dollars, 
against 69.2 rnilllon-'last year. •

• MATERIALLY LESS. 


Of sugar the quantity Imported is also 


materially less than last year, tho total 
imports In 1911 belne S897 million pounds, 
against 4,095 million in the fiscal year 
1910, and the value 96.4 million, against 
106.3 million last year. Haw wool shows 
an even greater decline, the value of the 
imports In the fiscal year being but 23.2 
million dollars, against El.2 million In 
1910, and the 
auantity 
1S7.6 million 


pounds, against 264 million in 1910, the 
quantity Imported In 1911 being but about 
half as much as in tha preceding year 
and the- value considerably less than 
half that of 1910. 


SHOWS SLIGHT DECLINE. 


In lumber the quantity imported also 


shows a slight decline, the figures for 
1911 being 871,927 M feet, agatnst 1,053,- 
616 M feet in 1910, and the stated value 
In 1911, 16.1 million dollars, against 19.3 
million in 1910. 


Even In thoso articles In which, the 


values show a higher figure than In the 
preceding year,—silk, tin and cotton—tha 
increase in value.la greater than in quan- 
tity, due, of course, to higher prices. 
For 


example, the value of raw cotton Im- 
ported in 1911 is set down by the'.bureau 
of statistics, .Department of. Commerce 
and Labor, at 24.8 million dollars, against 
15.8 million in 1910, an Increasa of 56 per 
cent; while the quantity for 1911 Is 114.3 
mllllpn pounds, against 86 million last 
year, an Increase of 33 per cent.

Beyond providing them with seats on 
the reviewing st?.nd to see the pageant, absolutely 
nothing was done in the way of entertainment. As 
one of the visitors put it: 


"They were going to give us a dinner, but when

Traffic in Nominations 


One of the numerous difficulties encountered in 


the present municipal campaign by the political lead- 
ers, self-constituted and otherwise, was found in the 
making up of the tickets 
for Supervisors. 
In this 


work it was discovered that conspicuous citizens, 
while unwilling to run for the 9ffice themselves, were 
persistent in their demands for representation on the 
tickets. 


A striking example of this trafficking-'in political 


office was furnished in the case of Dan Murphy, can- 
didate for Supervisor. Murphy was a member of the 
old Taylor board, where-: he served as Ganymede to 
Jimmy Phelan and Rudolph Spreckels. It is but fair 
to Murphy to state that he was not chosen to this 
office of cupbearer because of his beauty, as was the 
companion of Hebe, for he is. not overburdened with 
this, fatal gift, although of fair, pulchritude as found 
running for office. 


His selection was for the reason that he was the 


.private attorney of Phelan arid had proven' a nimble 
and faithful'servitor. .But the public did not hold 
him in the same high esteem as did his employers. 
•At the election of last year he was defeated by fully 
5000 more votes than were' other candidates left in 
the discard and who ran for the same office. 


This was regarded as a referendum by some, but 


not so by those luminaries of reform, Spreckels and 
Phelan, who have and are 
demanding that their 


special representative be placed on all the tickets 
the makers of which they can intimidate or other- 
wise influence. 


-• The Municipal Conference, latest angel of light to 


appear in the local political arena, was disinclined to 
name Murphy on its ticket. 
But the story is told 


by this contingent that both Phelan and Spreckels 
demanded that he be placed on the ballot. 


The next -political combination to jigger with a 


municipal ticket was the Good Government League, 
which is an asset of Spreckels, and of "course Murphy 
was taken to its. bosom. 


Then the Republican County Committee -under- 


took to make "'itself.the-whole direct primary law by 
selecting a ticket for the electors, thus relieving the 
latter of the burden imposed upon them by the new 
election law. 
The name of Murphy was not con- 


sidered by this body until after 
a conference had 


been had. by one of its members and Spreckels in the 
office of the latter." The'details of this meeting have 
not been'made generally known, but Murphy was 
quietly placed on the ticket' reported by the sub-com- 
mittee and' swallowed as a part'of'the whole by the 
main "county committee. 


The Democratic County Committee does not want 


Murphy on "its ticket. 
But here is 
where • Phelan 


shows his hand and'his private attorney will be nomi- 
nated by the Bourbons willy nilly. 


These conditions have caused the suggestion to 


be made-that it might be more conducive to good 
local government to have eminent political purists 
run for1 office personally rather than by proxy. 
In- 


stead of trafficking with political machines and mem- 
bers thereof to obij'un the placing of their agents on 
the municipal tickets they might'run for public office 
and individually promote their private interests in 
place of sending personal delegates to such office. 


As the time official declarations of candidates^ may 


be filed will not be reached until August 7th, and will 
not close until the end -of that month, there is. ample 
opportunity for action on this line and the ballot may 
yet be illumined with a few bright examples of politi- 
cal purists instead of-their proxies or ag~ents. 
Numbers and Na'mes On Ballot. 


The discovery during the past week, that the ef- 


forts of certain election law agitators to remove all 
identification marks from the ballot provided under 
the recent amendments to San Francisco's charter 
have proved futile, has created quite a stir among 
some loca,! politicians. 
It appears' that 
the much 


discussed new primary law provides that numbers be 
placed opposite, the names of the candidates. 


. It is '. argued by .some who have .-interested them- 


selves in the matter that these numbers will serve as

aids to the illiterate in voting, as they will be guide'd, 
in marking their ballots, by lists of numbers supplied 
them by factional workers, rather than by the names 
on the tickets. It is claimed that Mayor P. H. Mc- 
Carthy will be greatly benefited by this discovery. 


Experience, resulting from observing many elec- 


tions, shows that the labor men will need no num- 
ber to aid them in identifying the name of McCarthy, 
or that of any.other labor candidate, on-the ballot. 


The numerous election contests or recounts held 


in this city show that the greater.percentage of mis- 
takes in voting is found in the 
districts where the 


presumably cultured and wealthy make their resi- 
dences. The small number of mistakes are made in 
the - districts "south of Market street." The laboring 
men know the names-of their candidates and require 
no numbers to identify them. 


The. residents of the Fortieth and Forty-first 'As- 


sembly districts, and similar sections, where are to 
be found the abodes of the rich and those who claim 
superiority in the higher walks of life, frequently fail- 
to familiarize themselves with the candidates for of- 
fice, either as to name or qualification. It is to these 
that the numbers on the ticket will .be of the greatest 
assistance. 


That-these political aesthetes, who would 
have 


bowls of lavender water placed in the voting booths 
in which to refresh the tips of their fingers after hav- 
ing marked their ballots, will be 
much more, .ad- 


vantaged by a number guide in voting than the labor- 
ing men is well known to all practical politicians, an'd 
opposition to the number system will not be found 
among those in the Rolph camp who may be classed 
among the wise in politics. 


. Then, too, William Denman, one of the fathers of 


the new primary law, and attorney for the purifiers 
of elections, states that it was the intention of the 
framers of the amendments to have. numbers placed 
on the ballots opposite the names of candidates, al- 
though all party designations 
are to be eliminated. 


A'Vhatever the intention of the proponents of these 
amendments, it is safe to assume that the Election 
.Commissioners will follow the law as enacted 
and 


that the -candidates will be duly tagged with numbers. 
Gets a. Job-at.Last'. 


After eight years of "doing politics," Thomas S. 


Williams has at last got a job. 
By the 
:grace of 


Governor Johnson, Williams, retired tailor and some- 
what capitalist, has been appointed Harbor Commis- 
sioner to. succeed Marshall Hale, resigned.- To be 
sure Williams served an-apprenticeship, but so have 
others who have not yet been - rewarded, although 
they are far more skillful at the game than the re- 
tired merchant tailor. 
• 


Williams has worked in his district club, has: been - 


a delegate to conventions and latterly 
has- trained 


with- the Lincoln-Roosevelt League 
as a reformer. 


That he .reformed successfully is proven by the of- 
fice he secured. He first attracted 
attention as a 


political purist when, as one of fifty-three delegates 
to a Republican municipal convention, he repudiated 
Daniel A. Ryan, who was nominated by it for Mayor, 
and went over to the Good Government League and 
supported Dr. Taylor for that office. .The fifty-three . 
did not bolt the convention but remained'with "it to 
the end and later, in-the canvas's, contributed to the 
defeat of its..candidate by 
supporting a Democrat. 


This same gallant fifty-three have been the "bone 
and sinew" of reform in San Francisco ever since, 
their number only diminishing- with the acquisition 
cf public office or other political'preferment by those 
constituting the original guard. 
• 
- 


• Williams also- has-been a candidate 
for Super- 


visor, he having been defeated for that office by a 
narrow .margin two years ago. 
The 
new/Harbor 


Commissioner was chairman of the last Republican 
municipal convention, which, it is believed by some, 
will, under the new primary law, be continued in of- 
fce,for the purpose of choosing delegates to the next 
State convention, which in turn may elect delegates 
to the National Convention of 1912. 
Williams also' 


was an active figure in the lobby at Sacramento last 
winter, his effort being extended in aid of the election 
of Judge John- D. Works to the United States Senate. 
The "Man With a Name" 


It was expected, by Williams' 
friends 
that he 


would be among the early 
selections by Governor 


Johnson for the harbor board, but the Governor at 
that time was looking, as he announced, for a "man 
with a name" to succeed Walter V. Stafford, 
the 


then president of the board, and who was backed for 
reappointment by the shipping and commercial in- 
terests of this port. It would hardly be doing good 
politics to appoint a tailor in that crisis, so the "man 
with a name" was selected. 


But now Hale has'resigned and the conclusion 


probably has been reached that sufficient mud has 
been thrown at the members of the preceding Com- 
mission to permit of the appointment of Williams no\v. 


It was told at.the time of the appointment of Hale 


that'the latter had'.only accepted the office at the 
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urgent request of trie Governor and upon the condi- ' 
t;on that he be allowed to approve a second member 
of the board, who would act in harmony with him. 
Joseph J. Dwyer "was the Governor's next appoint- 
ment, which was made without even notice to, much 
less consultation with, Hale. The rerjort was current 
that .Hale fflaced his resignation in the hands of the 
Governor at that time, but was. induced to delay en- 
forcing it at the request of Johnson. Dwyer and Hill, 
the third commissioner, formed a coalition and Hale 
was crowded out both in the matter of patronage and 
that of policy. It was known that 
Hale favored 


constructive work on the harbor front rather than 
muckraking in an attempt to furnish an excuse for the 
present board by attempting to besmirch 'its predeces- . 
sors. 


But the disharmony increased rather than di- 


minished until Hale withdrew, and now the merchant 
tailor will look after the interests of the merchant 
marine on the harbor front of San Francisco. 
Exposition and Real Estate 


Whether the selection of the "twin" exposition 


site, including both Harbor View and Golden Gate 
Park, was an "inspiration" or a "compromise" would 
seem immaterial, as the main exhibits 
and conse- 


quently the principal buildings of the big fair, to- 
gether with the main entrance, -will be at Harbor 
View. The choice may have been an "inspiration" in 
that it has allayed the bitterness engendered by the 
controversy between the proponents of the various 
sites and has, 
temporarily at least, brought 
the 


battling elements together for a united effort to in- 
sure the success of the enterprise. 


To be sure there are, whispers of a "lemon" hav- 


ing been concealed in the report of the committee on 
arbitration, but of course there are caviling cynics 
who always find citrus fruit in all human action. 


The action' by the exposition directors has created 


a better feeling in commercial circles, and particularly 
in the real estate market. There have been but few 
actual transactions- in realty to date, the more con- 
servative dealers waiting for a definite announcement 
of the details of the exposition plans, particularly in 
reference to the proposed location of the buildings. 


Desirable properties in the vicinity of the park 


site and also near Harbor View have advanced in 
value, in some instances the prices charged being an 
increase of 50 per cent. These conditions, however, 
are deemed by the conservatives to be speculative. 


Now that the site has been announced the fact 


that many of the aggressive and noisy supporters of 
the contending propositions were deeply interested in 
securing the selection of their choice, because of their 
owning properties that would be greatly benefited 
thereby, is being given more public light. 
One en-, 


thusiast is said to own 1500 lots south of the park 
and to have, through his real estate agents, bonded 
or secured options on large areas in the Richmond 
district north of Golden .Gate Park. 


This combination stands to make $1,000,000 or 


more in its real estate ventures- in this connection. 
Owners and speculators in Harbor View also look to 
reaping a rich harvest.

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What the Reopening of School Means* 


Tomorrow the public schools will reopen. The mid-summer va- 


:ation is over, and teachers will return to their duties and children 
to their studies. It may seem rather trite to refer to this annual 
commonplace occurrence, but it is really more significant than .Would 
appear at first glance. To the casual observer there is no connec- 
tion between the reopening of the schools and business but there 13. 
Ihe resumption of student activity is significant of renewed activ- 
ity in the material pursuits of life and to a considerable extent con- 
tributes to commercial activity. 


With the reopening of the schools the children, come trooping 


back to town. They have been—at least, a large proportion dl 
them have been—rusticating in the mountains, by the seashore and 
other places far from the busy town, living the. simple life and en- 
joying the companionship of nature. With them come their parents 
and their teachers who have passed vacation time in other places 
and different scenes. 


This means that several thousand people who have been absent 


from the city for several weeks past .have returned to their homes 
and their accustomed avocations, bringing with them their daily, 
wants and new ones beside. There will be more mouths to feed 
this week than there were last week, more people at work, more 
patrons for the stores and places-of amusement, larger .crowds in 
the streets and greater activity in business circles. This means a 
great deal. The school children will need new books and pencils, 
new clothes and a variety of small necessaries which must be sup- 
plied by local tradesmen. Their parents will have to supply many 
necessities which have developed during the stay out of town— 
new shoes, new clothes, new hats and bonnets, lingerie, besides ar- 
ticles of furniture, kitchen utensils, etc. Every wide-awake trades- 
man knows what this means. 


Every merchant alive to trade opportunities knows.that the re- 


turning throngs will scan the advertisements in the daily papers 
for shopping hints—they will want to know where their wants can 
be supplied, where the best bargains are offered and all about-the 
new things on sale. It is not merely a trade in schoolbooks and 
slates and pencils that will have to be catered .to, but a trade in 
everything to wear and to eat, a trade that must cater to the mani- 
fold wants of the civilized and well-to-do household; - 
. 
. 


Hence back to the school means back from the country-and back 


to work and the bargain counter. It means a busier stream of life 
and more activity in trade circles. The returning throng has ac- 
cumulated wants to satisfy and the tradesman who appeals to those 
wants by intelligent advertising will reap a reward in additional 
trade and confer a favor on patrons who desire to supply their 
wants with as little delay and trouble as possible. He will realize 
that torn frocks and wornout shoes—-old clothes generally—wil 
have to be replaced with new raiment and'that a multitude of minor 
necessities developed during a few weeks' |>stay in the country wil 
have to be supplied. Food purveyors and|marketmen will be quick 
to grasp the trade significance of the Ajturii to town of several thou- 
sand summer vacationists. 


So after all there is a close connection between business anc 


the reopening of the schools. It is a connection, too, that reaches 
into the domain of advertising since advertising is the life of trade 
and the medium of communication between the merchant and his 
customers. Indeed it is a connection that ramifies through all the 
avenues of social life and touches every point of human interest and 
human activity. The reopening of the schools therefore is an event 
of no little importance. It is a turning point in the annual round 
of occurrences affecting the daily trend of life. It is essentially a 
shift back to the normal from the abnormal, with the addition that 
it brings with it deferred and accrued wants, and a crop of new ones. 
Also a keener zest for the pleasures and amusements of the town. 
The women are eager to see what the stores are ofifring for sale, 
how the prices are marked,down for the closing season, where the 
best bargains in linen and underwear are to be had, what plays are 
on the boards at the different theaters—what is going on generally. 
They will be out to see and to buy, to gossip and compare notes, 
and to renew again their acquaintance and intercourse with the town. 
At this time the newspapers have a special.interest to the returned 
summer vacationist who desires to pick up the thread of events of 
.which track has been lost during the period of absence. The adver- 
tisements are read not alone for shopping hints, but for information 
in regard to business changes and developments and every'other 
detail that excites and invites human curiosity. Hence the adver- 
tiser has a peculiarly attentive avidience at this period of the year, 
an audience eager and full o£ enthusiasm, an audience that is search- 
ing for information with every sense quickened and every desire fed 
by town life sharpened.

So the reopening of the schools means a great deal in various 


ways, to grown folks as well as children. It marks the reflux of the 
hitman tide that erstwhile flowed out of the town into the country— 
a.return with jaded senses quickened, tired brains and muscles rested 
and flagging spirits revived. It is the signal that vacation is over 
and that the harness must be donned again. The affairs of life are 
taken up with a fresher and gayer interest after the outing is ended 
and the children return to school. It may seem sordid to talk of bus-- 
mess in connection with the joys of the sumiK.sr outing, but the end 
of the outing is the time to get down to business. So here we are 
again at the same old grind, but there is solace in the reflection that 
It k a good time to do business and to advertise for it. Hence the 
close of vacation time has its compensations as well as its duties.

The Path to Commercial Empire. 


THE TRIBUNE has in the past differed with the Hon. John 


Barrstt, director-general o£ the Pan-American Union, in regard to 
the value of the Oriental trade, and the effect its development is des- 
tined to have upon the Pacific Coast of the United States, but we 
agree with him entirely in respect to the value and importance of the 
trade of the Latin-American republics of Central and South Amer^ 
ica. *As to that Mr. Barrett's views are as sound as they are glow- 
ing and panoramic. His appeal for a speedy development of our 
commercial relations with our Latin-American neighbors breathes 
the message of statesmanship, commercial expansion, peace and in- 
ternational amity on this hemisphere. 


Mr. Barrett's address at the Chamber of Commerce luncheon 


was both illuminating and eloquent. He has the power of stirring 
the imagination, of vivifying cold facts and presenting separated 
but corelated conditions and realities as a concrete illustration of 
present and future potentialities. His mission out here is to urge 
Upon the commercial bodies of the Pacific Coast the necessity for 
being, fully prepared for the opening of the Panama canal. Unless 
we are fully prepared for that great event we cannot realize the ad- 
vantages which we should realize a,nd which will be ours if we 
only grasp the opportunities offered us. But grasping these oppor- 
tunities involves concerted and intelligent effort. 
We must ascer- 


tain what is to be done and how it is to be done and then do it. 


Mr. Barrett pointed out some of the .things that should be don«. 


The very first is the passage by Congress of an act providing for 
the operation and administration of the canal when it is finished. 
The rates of toll and the conditions of traffic should be fixed at the 
earliest date possible. Colonel Goethals has urged this upon Con- 
gress, and 'THE TRIBUNE has more than once commented upon 
the necessity for prompt action in this particular. It only remains 
for the commercial and civic bodies of the Pacific Coast States to 
spur their representatives in Congress to put forth their best ef- 
forts in this connection. But we have no doubt that Congress will 
pass an administrative act at the coming regular session which be- 
gins in December, and that our Congressional representatives will 
do their full duty in the premises. 


In nothing that he said was Mr. -Barrett so. instructive and per- 


suasive as in his recapitulation of the volume and potentialities of 
the trade of Central and Southern America. It has long teen our 
opinion that it is to the South rather than to the East that we should 
look for trade expansion. 
Mr. Barrett's statement confirms that 


view. He did not say that in so many words, but a study of his re- 
marks leads to no other conclusion. The people of the Latin-Amer- 
ican republics are our neighbors; they are inhabitants of this hemi- 
sphere and linked to us by the common tie of political aspiration, 
and their material interest in the Panama canal is hardly second to 
our own. The foreign trade of the 70,000,000 of Latin-Americans is 
five-fold greater than the foreign trade of China and Japan combined. 
In other words, the. trade of 400,000,000 Orientals is not worth one- 
fifth the trade of 70,000,000 Latin-Americans. The trade of Argen- 
tina alone is worth more than $700,000,000 a year, and the capital of 
Argentina is one of the great commercial ports of the world—it is 
the largest and rnost-enterprising Spanish-speaking city on the 
globe, and is the metropolis of a vast and fertile region equal in ex- 
tent to all the territory comprised within the limits of the. United 
States prior to the Louisiana Purchase. Then there is the mighty 
domain of Brazil, and Chile, Peru, Equador-, Bolivia, Uruguay and 
Venezuela—all waiting, for closer .commercial union with the people, 
of this country. Argentina, Chile and Brazil are among the most 
progressive nations of the earth; it is with them we should cultivate 
closer trade relations; it is their commerce and friendship we should 
seek. . 


It has long been the habit in the Unite'd States to disparage out 


Latin-American neighbors, to deride their government and sneer at 
their civilization. We have sent filibusters aplenty among them, 
but few traders and intelligent travelers. We are to a large extent 
still encrusted with the insular conceit our forefathers brought from 
the British Isles, a conceit that has caused us to look with contempt 
upon all who speak the Spanish language and who follow customs 
different from our own. Therefore we have estranged people who 
should be our friends and neglected a field of trade lying at our very, 
doors that is worth many times what the Orient can.yield. More- 
o^fer, our eyes have been dazzled by a mirage which has held man- 
kind in thrall since the days of Marco Polo. Our ideas of the east 
are largely drawn from the Arabian Nights and the fables of medieval 
travelers. We are still under the glamor of tradition and the golden 
dreams which led Alexander across the desert sands to the banks of 
the Indus. We have kept our eyes fixed on the East when wa 
should have turned them to the South—to the South where tha 
peace of this hemisphere should be cemented and an accord estab- 
lished which will forever secure this quarter of the globe freedom 
from invasion and a commercial intercourse based upon mutual 
friendship and mutual advantage that will inure to the development 
of a higher and a nobler civilization. 


Here in Oakland we can contribute to this splendid fruition, ai 


Mr. Barrett pointed out, by sending missionaries of good-will and 
barter to our South ,American neighbors, by developing our facili- 
ties for commerce and by cultivating trade relations between the 
people of the United States-and the Latin-American nations on this 
continent. In doing this it is not necessarj^ to ignore or underrate 
the trade of the Orient, but merely to rate the trade of Central and 
South America and take common-sense steps to get -our share of

King Distributes More Than 


Any Other Sovereign 


of Europe. 


•''" ROME, July 29.—It Is not generally 
known that the civil list of ,the king 
of Italy is larger than that-of almost 
any other sovereign, as it amounts to 
over $3,000,000 a year. However, this 
does not mean that Victor Ernanuel 
can dispo'se of more money than some 
other European potentates. It must 
be remembered that he has inherited 
the possessions o£ all the seven states 
in which Italy was divided before tho 
middle of the last century, and that 
many of these .properties, such as his- 
toric palaces and gorgeous villas, not 
only are not productive .of anything, 
but represent a heavy burden on the 
budget of the royal, house. 
Now .and then the question of re- 
ducing --the cjvil list comes up, but 
contrary .to what takes place in. other I 
countries/the king himself is favor- 
able to the reduction, on the condi- 
tion that he be relieved of a large; 
number of royal parks and palaces 
Which he never uses and which ab-;| 
sorb about two-thirds of the civil list | 
for their maintenance. This point' 
reached generally, the o;uestion goes 
no further, as. If the property •which 
the king would be ready to give up 
were taken over by the state, there 
would be no saving- in the expendi- 
ture, which, in 'fact, as 
everything 
managed by the government, rni^-ht 
come to cost more, while It Is out of 
tho 
question to Mose such national 
treasures, although in-the past there 
;ha,ve been offers for them -from pri- 
va-te persons. Including the Rothschild 
family.

Redwood park, located thJrty miles 
north of the city of Santa Cruz, pop- 
ularly . referred to :as the "Big Ba- 
sin."

part o£ the Santa Cruz mountains In 
which is located this redwood forest, 
for It resembles nothing so much as 
It does the hollow of a big basin.

Right in line with the plans of the 
Chamber of Commerce and the Mer- 
chants' Exchange is the action taken 
by the Aiameda County Board of Su- 
pervisors at .a recent session to ex- 
tend the Foothill boulevard, leading 
from Oakland to Hayward, through 
Dublin canyon. The contract for the 
Job has been awarded and the work 
will be pushed to completion with all 
possible dispatch. 
The cost Involved 


is $105,748.70. The estimated cost giv- 
en the board by County Surveyor Hav- 
iland was 5101,350. 
The. contractors 
have given bond "in the-sum of $25,000 
for the faithful- performance of the 
work, and-have 150 days in which to 
complete it. 
The 
extension of the 


boulevard to Dublin will come as a 
boon to orchardists and farmers to the 
east of Hayward, as It will bring them 
into direct touch with the 
Oakland 
market. Aside * from 
macadamizing 


and grading1, the road will be curbed 
and guttered and will in every way be 
brought up to the standard of excel- 
lence that marks the boulevard of 
which it is to be a part 
As at present constructed the boule- 
vard over the foothills is one of the 
most attractive in way of grades and 
scenic beauty to be found within, the 
boundaries 
of California, and upon 


completion of the extension through 
Dublin canyon it will have but few, if 
any, equals in the state 
Extending eastward from the city it 


winds upward by easy stages until a 
majestic panorama 
of land and sea 
spreads to the view. Past fertile acres 
and fruit-laden orchards it fares on- 
ward to Hayward, one of the most 
progressive of the suburban cities tri- 
butary to Oakland. The extension of 
the boulevard east 
from that !point 
carries it on\vard through one of the 
most picturesque passes ever fashioned 
by the hand of Nature. 
It is the ulti- 
mate intention to connect the boule- 
vard as extended with the magnificent 
system of state highways made possi- 
ble by the sovereign will of the people 
of this great commonwealth, who re- 
cently by their votes authorized the 
floating of a bond issue of 518,000,000 
for good roads purposes.

Another boulevard- project that is re- 


ceiving the support of the Oakland Cham- 
ber of Commerce, together with that of 
similar bodies located at Aiameda, San 
Leandro, Hayward and other cities, has 
as its objective the city of San Jose, the 
largest and wealthiest municipality in 
Santa Clara county. As outlined, it is 
the purpose to construct a broad -high- 
way, following the shore line of the boy 
as far as practicable, from Oakland to 
the point before mentioned.
